S P R I N G F I E L D , IU . Sept. 20.— 
G overnor F ra n k O. Lowden was 
inform ally put 
forward by his 
friends as a presidential candida te 
in 19 20 at tho Republican state 
convention held here today. 
The 
suggestion was m a d e by J o h n If. 
Harrison, p e r m a n e n t ch a irm a n of 
the convention in addressin g tho 
delegates and was enthusiastical­ 
ly received. 
"I feel confident that t h e star 
of d e stiny on its way to o u r next 
natio nal convention will pause in 
its course long enough over Illi­ 
nois to shed its light significantly 
upon o u r state le ad er," said ( hair- 
roan Harrison. 
T h e 
delegates 
quickly ca u g h t 
the. suggestion a n d stood cheering 
while th e band played a patriotic 
num ber. The inc id en t caused more 
gossip than an y other fea tu re of 
the 
largely a t te n d e d w a r 
time* 
convention. 
T h e platform a d o p t­ 
ed praised tile ad m in istra tio n of 
G overnor Lowden and pledged the 
vigorous support of the R e p u b ­ 
lican party to tile successful pros­ 
ecution of the w a r to a victorious 
end. 
The planks of the p!a*form 
dealing with th e war read in part 
as follows: 
Planks in Platform. 
“ W e are e n g a g e d in the g r e a t ­ 
est w a r of all tim e 
a war of all 
the p e o p l e and not a war of any 
party. 
We are fighting, en o ur 
side, 
for Democracy, for justice 
and for righteousness and, above 
all. w e are fig hting for th e very 
existence of o u r nation and our 
institutions.

seized by force a n d fraud on thei 
eastern front, ia to Le faithless 
to t h e memory of every soldier 
who h a s giveu his life in this w ar 
for humanity. 
“ T h e 
Republican 
P arty 
de­ 
mands that the w a r he prosecuted 
unrelentingly and with vigor un­ 
til « complete an d overwhelming 
defeat is adm inistered to the a rm s 
of th e central powers. 
The only 
peace t h a t will satisfy the co u n try 
will be a peace dictated by o u r ­ 
selves a n d our allies. 
In wagin J 
war It Is a matter of military n e c ­ 
essity to centralize powers. 
B ut 
such powers m u st bo used for wary 
purposes only an d any use of such^ 
powers, directly o r indirectly, in 
furtherance of p artisan ends, or 
as a 
means of economic p ro p a ­ 
ganda, is a gross an d u n w a r r a n t ­ 
ed violation of good faith, an d an 
abuse of a sacred trust. 
“T h e people 
have subscribed 
billions of dollars for bonds and 
will pay other bdl I ions u n d e r the 
largest tax bill in o u r history. The 
time h a s come to demand 
th a t 
thp Im m ense s u m s loaned and ex­ 
acted be expended wisely, effici­ 
ently a n d economically, w ith o u t 
waste o r extravagance and to th at 
end we demand t h a t a definite 
and concrete p r o g ra m be adopted 
to finance the war. 
Applaud Col mkt*** smelt. 
“ W e applaud 
o u r r e p res e n ta ­ 
tives in congress w ho have stood 
unflinchingly by t h e government 
in the prosecution 
of this war. 
Ours is the only self-governing u f f 
Hon a m o n g the allies which, (lur­ 
ing this war has not been g o v ern ­ 
ed by a coalition of all th e p a r ­ 
ties. 
N o tw ith sta n d in g 
t h a t the 
Republican party h a s been denied 
any s h a r e in th e conduct of our 
government, it h a s elven fre q u e n t 
•evidence of its su p e rio r patriotism 
and sta te s m an s h ip by supporting 
}n and out of congress every m e a ­ 
sure which those in authority have

News of A ctivities On V arious 
B attle F ron ts in Sum m arized 
Form B y As wk lated Press. 


Holy Land is aflame u n d e r the 
impetuous of a mighty s t r o k e by 
the British, French and friendly 
Arab forces, and the T u r k s from 
the Jordan river eastward to the 
Mediterranean seemingly 
a re in 
rout. 
Added to their already heavy 
losses In 
ground, 
men 
killed, 
wounded or made prisoners and 
stores 
captured 
in 
Belgium, 
France, Italy and 
the Balkans, 
the Teutonic allies, ju d g in g from 
first reports of the hostilities be­ 
gan against t h e Ottoman in Pales­ 
tine are in for further extremely 
la rd usage. 
In less th a n 
a Ray General 
Allen by's British forces, a i d e d by 
French troops and natives under 
the flag of th e king of t h e Bed­ 
ias struck th e Turkish line on a 
front of sixteen miles a n d pene­ 
trated it to a depth of 1 2 miles, 
faking more th an 3,000 prisoners 
tnd o v e rrunning the e n t i r e hos­ 
tile defensive system. 
Railway 
m d highway junction p o in ts were 
captured and strong forces of cav­ 
alry at last accounts w e r e well 
n advance of th e attacking troops 
threatening to carry out a turn­ 
ing movement against th e fleeing 
Turks which might prove disas­ 
trous to th em . 
Meanwhile along 
the shores of the Mediterranean 
the enemy was being cleared out. 
In addition to the large num ber 
o f prisoners taken, great 
quan­ 
tities of war materials had fallen 
into the hands of Hie allied troops 
and the pressure against t h e ene­ 
my wa? going on unabated. 
The predicament of th e Turks 
is heightened by the operations of 
the Bedias tribesmen on t h e east 
side of the J o r d a n which will pre­ 
vent 
th em 
from taking 
refuge 
across the stream in the Jordan 
/alley and compel them to fight 
their way 
out of their trouble 
west of the riv er as best t h e y may. 
Altho there has been som ew hat 
of a let up in the inte nsity of

to Cambrai In the 
French th eater, both the British 
md French arm ies have been able 
materially to 
better th e ir 
posi­ 
tions In front of Doth C a m b rai and 
St. Quentin. 
Mouevres ly i n g to 
the west of Cambrai, over which 
there has 
been such 
intensive 
•ighting for m o re than a w e e k , in 
which th e 
town 
several times 
changed hands, now is definitely 
British. 
The large n u m b e r s of j 
German dead strewing the ground J 
mound it attest to Hie v alu e they i 
placed on Mouevres a? a p oint of j 
strategy in th e defense of C am ­ 
brai. 
To the south on both s id e s of 
St. Quentin th e ‘British a n d the 
French have moved in m ore close- 
'y the jaws of the nipper which 
la being poised ultimately to pinch 
3t. Quentin o ut of the b attle line. 
Most of the German strong points 
which have been 
the m e a n s of 
holding back th e allied t r o o p s in 
this region now have been over­ 
come and apparently it is only a 
matter 
of tim e 
when General 
Foeh will give the order f o r the 
pressure of th e pincers a n d tho 
capture of St. Quentin. 
In the region northeast o f Sels­ 
y n s the G e rm a n s are still using 
machine guns in large |iuni b e n 
to hold back 
the French 
from 
further encroachm ents 
on 
tiro 
Chem in-Des-Da flies and also are 
endeavoring to expel the F rench 
from the positions they h a v e a t­ 
tained. 
Notwithstanding

Associated P r e s s ) — A c e m e ­ 
te ry near Limey, just within t h e 
G e r m a n lines previous to th e a t ­ 
tack of Sept. 12, American t ro o p s 
ha v e discovered German m a c h in e 
g u n s nests beneath the conc rete 
pedestal of a large cross. 
T h e 
G e r m a n s had d u g in along t h e 
c e n t e r of the foundation and c o n ­ 
s t r u c t e d machine gun positions a t 
th r e e places tow ard the F r e n c h 
lines. 
The country is on a hill 
com m anding a view of the c o u n ­ 
try o f the south an d the G e rm a n s 
a s s u m e d that if an attack w e r e 
m a d e the cemeterey would no t be 
su bjected to artillery fire. 
W h e n the Franco-American o f­ 
fensive started t h e Germans h eld 
the 
machine g u n 
nests in t h e 
c e m e te r y as long as possible b u t 
w ere compelled to retreat in h a s t e 
befo re they could use the guns. 
So h u rrie d was th e enemy r e t i r e ­ 
m e n t that several machine g u n s 
w ere found In t h e cemeterey by 
the Americans. T h e cemetery w as 
not 
h it by shells and the cross 
still stands. 
Peasants Flocking Back. 
W i t h the American Armies in 
Lorra ine, Sept. 2 0 . — (By th e A s­ 
sociated Press)-— Altho it is only 
a w e e k since the F ranco-Am erican 
forces delivered 
the St. Mihiei 
salie n t, with its more than 150 
square miles, from possession of 
the enemy, a slender stream of 
f o r m e r inhabitants of the region 
has alre ad y begun to flow into the 
lib e ra te d territory.

Shortly after my appointment I 
issued a call for a meeting of the 
head 
farmers, 
gardeners

dairymen to be held at Springfield 
on Feb. 14, 1918.

Lieut. Julian Malone of the IL 
S. chemical warfare service, gave 
a very interesting and informing 
talk at th e Friday luncheon of the 
R otary club. 
Lieut 
Malone has 
been located 
at the Wisconsin 
university a t Madison for a n u m ­ 
ber of m o n th s past, engaged in 
research w ork with particular a t ­ 
tention to the production of gases 
used in the war. 
The chemical 
service work 
is done 
at Yale 
university, Wisconsin university, 
and at W ashington, the largest 
n u m b e r of workers being at the 
national c a p i v i . 
In fact, a con­ 
solidation order has been made 
and practically all the work in fu­ 
tu re m o n th s will be done from 
the W ashington headquarters. 
Lieut. Malone in his rem a rks 
yesterday traced briefly the use 
of gas in modern warfare, m en­ 
tioning th a t a few years ago at 
the H a g u e conference by common 
consent it was agreed that gases 
should not be used in warfare. 
However, it was only a very short 
tim e a fter Germ any 
began the 
present w a r th a t the use of gas 
was detected. 
T hen it came to 
the mind of medical and scientific 
men th a t the medical magazines 
for the period from about 1904 to 
191*2 contained complete reports 
of a series of investigations with 
reference to gas. 
A Gas Tryout. 
Lieut. Malone said th a t in this 
war G erm ans first used gas along 
a five mile front. 
The men in 
th e trenches were caught absol­ 
utely unprepared and many were 
killed an d others suffered serious 
injury. 
W hen the release of the 
gas was noted English authorities 
telegraphed over to London tor 
scientists who within twenty four 
ho u rs m ade an investigation and 
these men were able to determine 
the kind of gas w'hich the enemy 
had used. 
This information made 
it possible to recommend a simple 
m ask for the protection of Hie sol­ 
diers.

It is the work of the chemical 
warfare service not only to pro­ 
duce the gases needed by the al­ 
lies in prosecution of the war but 
to protect the workers who day 
after day in the factory and labor­ 
atory produce these gases. 
It is 
inevitable in the handling of the 
glass tubes and other apparatus in 
the m a n u fa ctu re 
of gases that 
there is some leakage.

ical service must determine just 
the am o u n t of this leakage and 
at what 
xiint it b ee ch e s in ju ri­ 
ous to the workers. 
The escaping 
of gas produces in some instances 
chronic poisoning and In 
acute poisoning. 
The

provide the m eans 
the dam age which 
may he done by the escaping gas, 
providing against Injury in chro­ 
nic poisoning or 
in the a c u t? 
cases which may result from the 
sudden escape of large quantities 
of gas t h r u accident or otherwise. 
Then th ere is tne nuttier task 
of protecting 
men who 
are in 
charge of the 
transportation of 
the gas shells, and the chemicals 
used in th e gas attacks, w hether 
by freight or otherwise. 
In the 
transporta tion of these shells a 
defective steel 
thread or some 
other weak point may result in 
such escape 
that the 
men in 
charge are gassed 
and seriously 
injured. Germany durin g the p ro­ 
gress of the war has tried ou t 
eighteen or twenty different gases 
and as a result has finally adopt­ 
ed the phosgene 
and 
m ustard 
gases. 
The former is released in 
fumes and the latter Is a liquid 
which does injury as it Is sprayed 
about the trenches. 
Phosgene is 
soon dissipated but m ustard gas 
lives for u period of months and 
rem ains in the soil where it falls 
In an active state for that period. 
M udtitil Ga.** Invisible. 
One “ virtue” th e m ustard gas 
has from an attackin g standpoint 
is that particles can fall upon a 
m a n ’s hands or fare without his 
know ledge at the time, or lf m u s ­ 
tard gas has fallen upon a gun 
stock or other implement of w a r ­ 
fare which a soldier touches, he 
will unconsciously come in con­ 
tact with the gds and will not 
know until three or four hours 
later that he has been “ gassed." 
At the end of 
th a t period his 
hands 
will 
begin 
to burn 
and 
swell aud lie will have a realiza­ 
tion of what bas happened. 
Lieut. Malone 
then described 
how In an offensive operation a e r ­ 
ial w arfare and gas attacks are 
used to worry an enemy and p ro ­ 
tect an advance. 
The custom has 
been to gas the trenches and e m ­ 
b a n k m en ts where it is intended 
to center the attacks, in the e n ­ 
deavor to thus put the men in 
such condition that they cannot 
readily repulse an attack. 
T h e 
gas mask which the war has d e­ 
veloped has of course served to 
ren d e r gas attacks far less forcible 
than would he true without the 
use of masks. 
Lieut. Malone spoke In a very

ed to th eir machine guns. 
“ One of ’em was dead. 
Two 
were alive— wounded.

runs and were locked there 
-so 
they c o u ld n ’t beat it. 
I can tell 
you th e links in the chain were 
good and heavy. 
I know because 
we had to cut them, to take the 
guns an d the two prisoners.”

L ie u te n a n t Gary is an old 
t Iona I G uard sm a n — one 
of 
Vmerieans brigaded with British 
and A ustralian troops. 
He was 
in 
th e allied push 
in 
front 
of 
Amiens, and got hit in the left 
arm by a piece of shell. 
I found him at the new U. 8. 
Army Base Hospital No. 3 7. at 
Dartford just after he had been 
“ bliglityed” to England 
from a 
hospital in France. 
He was sitting tinder it 
tree 
in the big hospital g rounds watch­ 
ing* an American two-seater cir­ 
cling overhead 
and 
puffing 
a 
black pipe. 
He went on: 
“ Those German m achine g u n ­ 
ners play a lot of dirty tricks 
Not so m a n y as they used to, tho. 
T hey’ve learned they 
ca n ’t m a ­ 
chine-gun Americans until th ey’re 
I few yards away, and th en throw 
up th e ir hands and yell ‘k a m e r a d ’ 
and expect to be tak en prisoner! 
“ Ever 
hear of th e 
‘Kainonid 
S c re e n ? ’ They tried t h a t once on 
mine 
Australians brigaded with 
us. 
A lot of G ermans Appeared 
in a long line IOO yards off, with­ 
out an y guns, standing shoulder 
*o shoulder, holding up their arm s 
and yelling, ‘kamerad. k a m e ra d .’ 
“ The Aussies went tip to take 
them an d suddenly when they got 
nearly there, 
everyone
